VISIT TO MIDWEST HEARTENED ^ 
CmZKNS OF OHIO «! 

Mr. YOUNO of Ohio. Mr. President. [“ 
On April 14 President Johnson person- u 
ally visited the tornado- ravaged sections 
of Ohio and neighboring States, Our v . 
President again demonstrated his deep rt 
concern over the problems faced by clti- n 
zena In distress. It was not satisfactory 
to Lyndon Johnson to receive factual re- * 
porta of the sad loss of life and of dam- D 
ace caused by this disaster. He had to t 
see firsthand the havoc and misery re- 
sulting from this tragedy. .. ■ 

Almost immediately help was forth- t 
coming from many agencies of the Fed- t 
eral Government. The Farmers Home « 
Administration made available loans for 
farmers in this area unable to obtain as- 
sistance from other sources. Officials of 
the Small Easiness Administration set 
up disaster loan offices for businessmen 
and homeowners In all of the stricken 
areas. Officials of the Office of Emer- 
gency Planning established a disaster 
field office to facilitate that agency's role 
In supplementing State and local emer- 
gency cffortR. The President's visit did 
much to hearten and encourage families 
who suffered great hardship as a result 
of the tornado. 

Mr. President, upon his arrival at To- 
ledo on April 14 and before his departure 
from that city on the same day. Presi- 
dent Johnson made two brief speeches. 
They both express clearly our President's 
real and sincere concern in the welfare 
of all Americans. I ask unanimous con- 
sent that his remarks be printed at this 
point in the Record as part of my re- 
marks.

I have 
nown across and observed from the air sU 
ate tee All these States were struck by the 
t raged lea or this past weekend. 

I have come here this afternoon to Toledo 
to see firsthand, to look for myself at the 
extensive damages caused and to meet with 
your public officials to plan with them the 
support and the action that the Federal Gov- 
ernment can take In assisting your city and 
your citizens to meet the challenge which 
has been Inflicted so cruelly and so unex- 
pectedly. 

No words of ours would be adequate to ex- 
press the sympathy and compassion of the 
onLlre Nation for thoee who have suffered 
the loea of loved ones or Injuries to member* 
of thetr famlllea. tto I want each of you to 
know that we share with you the hcavy- 
hrartednees that I know weigh* upon you 


concern u* rvld. i cod ny niy presence nrrr 
and my condolences. I would also, as your 
President] like to pledge to you the full co- 
operation and support of your Government 
in working with your State and with your 
local officials to help overcome the losecs 
that so many of you have suffered. 

Clover nor Rhodes was 111 contact with us 
yesterday. We told him then that the full 
facilities and power of the Federal Govern- 
ment were «t your disposal. We will be here 
today to take a firsthand look. We hope by 
the time we get back to Washington tonight 
we can have plana in the offing to relieve as 
much misery m possible and to begin our 
task of rebuilding 

Unfortunately throughout the years we 
suffer from these dtsaaters. and we can't help 
that, but once we have them wc can do some- 
thing about It That Is what I have come 
here to do 

Thank you very much.

REMARKS Of THE PSWSIOEMT ON DEPAWniBK * 
From Toledo. Ohio 

Governor Rhodes. Members of Congress, 
public officials, my dear friends in Ohio, for ^ 
many year* I have been coming to this won- t 
derful State and meeting Its fine citizens I 
always enjoy learning that I am scheduled t 
to be here and 1 always hate to leave. Hut 
for myself and all the people that traveled f 
with mo from Washington, this has been a ( 
day of both heartslckness and hoj»efulneas. ^ 
We have much to be thankful for. Rich 
of us don't know how lucky we are until ( 
we see what ha* happened to our neighbors 
through no fault of their own. 

From the air and on the ground today we 
have .-men destruction and desolation the 
kind of which I have never seen before in all 
of my life If is of the very worst degree. 
When you think of the lives that are tost, 
the Lives that have been changed, the lives 
which Will forever bear the memory of this 
mul Hunday. when you look at the little boys 
with the hole* In the top of their head, 
the mothers’ home* Uiat were there yesterday 
and now are gone they know not where, tt is 
enough to bring tears to the eyes of any- 
one. 

Vet, we have seen very few tears In these 
atx States that we have visited today. At 
the very worst of the stricken neighborhoods 
we have seen the young, we have seen the 
old standing there shoulder- to -shoulder 
planning hopefully for tcroorrow. 

Well, that Is the purpoee of our mission— 
to come here to personally, extend our sym- 
pathy and our condolence, to try to learn 
and understand about what has happened, 
and then try to do something 

There are talkers and there are doers, and 
there are people who believe lu action, and 
there are people who put It on the back 
burner But we want to be certain that 
everything is done as rapidly and m effec- 
tively as It can be done. We want to re- 
build f»>r tomorrow. 

In a situation such ns this, It Is the role 
t»f the Federal Government to assist the 
States; for the President to work with the 
Governor; for the Governor to work with the 
mayors, and all of us hi wi>rk together. While 
there arc limit" to what wo can do, I want 
to pledge this afternoon to ©very cittern, to 
' every community afflicted by the tornadoes 
or the Hoods. tluit y</ur Government, and 
1 r mr President, will do everything conceiv- 
ably |K>8Slbio to be or assistance under our 
laws.

I remember back when I was a youngster 
growing up. When adversity would overtake 
my family we would all pull a little bit, 
closer together and try to be sorry for the 
things we said Just the day before about 
each other — our brother® and our sister®, and 
maybe our fathers and our mothers. Bo, In 
this hour of adversity we are not concerned 
with title* or ponliion*. we are not concerned 
with parties or politics. We are concerned 
with the country thru we all love so much. 

As I speak here men are manning their 
stations 10.000 miles from here In order to 
protect the freedom that we enjoy here. And 
r hope that when we get ready to turn out 
the light tonight each of us will say a prayer 
for them, and also for these p<x>r people who 
have suffered thr**« great 1ut.se*. suffered them 
with thetr chin* up and their chest® out, 
and who are ready to roll up their sleeves 
tomorrow when we build what has been taken 
from them 

Tills has been a sad experience for ma to- 
day. It has been a long one that began at 
5 so this morning.

AMENDMENT TO Tl\$ CONSTITU- 
TION OF THE UNITED STATES RE- 
LATINO TO THE SUCCESSION OF 
THE PRESIDENCY AND VICE PRES- 
IDENCY 

Mr. BAYH. Mr. ITesident. I ask that 
the Chair lay before the Senate a mes- 
sage from the House of Representative* 
amending Senate Joint Resolution 1. pro- 
posing an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States relating to thesuc- 
censlon of the Presidency and Vice Presi- 
dency and to cases where the Preeldent is 
unable to discharge the power* and duties 
of his office. 

The PRESIDING OFFICER laid before 
the Senate the amendment of the House 
of Representatives to the joint resolution 
(8.J. Rea, 1> proposing an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United State* re- 
lating to succession to the Presidency and 
Vice Presidency and to cases where the 
President is unable to discharge the pow- 
ers and duties of his office which waa. to 
strtko out all after the resolving clause 
and Insert: 

That the following aril* le l» proposed as an 
amendment to tin* Constitution of tha United 
State#. which ahali be valid to ail Intent® end 
purposes as port of the Constitution when 
ratified by the !©t;lalatures of three-fourth® 
of the several States within *evso. ye ar® f rom 
the dm© of its submission by the Congrt®®; 

"AKTiar — 

“SarrioN 1. In case of the removal of tb® 
President from office or of bis death or reslg- 
nation the Vice President will become Pre®t- 
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“Sec. 2. Wherever there Is a vacancy in the 
office of the Vice President, the President 
shall nominate a Vice President Who shall 
take office upon confirmation by a majority 
vote of both Houses of Congress. 

■•Swc. 9. Whenover the President transmit* 
to the President pro tempore of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives his written declaration that he U unable 
to discharge the powers and duties of hi* 
office, and untit he transmit* a written decla- 
ration to the contrary, such powers and du- 
ties shall be discharged by the Vice Froatdent 
as Acting President. 

"Sac. 4 . Whenever the Vice President and 
a majority of the principal officers of the 
executive departments, or such other body 
as Congress may by law provide, transmit to 
the President pro tempore of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
their written declaration that the President 
is unable to discharge the powers and duties 
of hts office, the Vice President shall Imme- 
diately assume the powers nnd duties of the 
office os Acting President. 

••Thereafter, when the President transmits 
to the President pro tempore of the 8enatc 
nnd the Speaker of the House of Represen t-a- 
tivea his written declaration that no Inability 
exist*, he shall resume the powers and duties 
of his office unless the Vice President and a 
majority of the principal officers of the ex- 
ecutive department*, or such other body as 
Congress may by law provide, transmit within 
two days to the iVeeldent pro tempore of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House ofTtep- 
resentntlves their written declaration that 
the President is unable to discharge the 
power n and duties of his office. Thereupon 
Co n press shall decide the issue, assem hiving 
within forty-eight hours for that purpose if 
not in session. If the Congress, within ten 
days after the receipt of the written declara- 
tion of the Vice President and a majority of 
the principal officers ol the executive depart- 
ment*. or such other body as Congress may 
by law provide determines by two-thirds vote 
of both Houses that the President Is unable 
to discharge the prevent and duties of the 
office, the Vice President shell continue to 
discharge the same as Acting President, oth- 
erwise. the President shall resume the powers 
and dutic* of his office '* 

Mr BAYH. Mr. President, on April 
13. 1965. the House of Representatives 
passed the above-mentioned Joint reso- 
lution with amendments. Because of 
the substantial changes made, I movo 
th at the Senate disagree to the amend- 
ments of the House of Representative*, 
that a conference be requested, and that 
the Chair appoint the conferees on the 
part of the Senate. 

The motion was agreed to: and the 
Presiding Officer appointed Mr. Bayh. 
Mr. Eastland, Mr. Ervin. Mr. Dirksem, 
and Mr. IIruska conferees on the part of 
the Senate. 
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Whereas Mcmvtc bill 1692 has been pre- 
sented to Congress containing proposed 
amendments to the Federal Firearms ACC; 
and 

Whereas Senate MU IBM can In no way 
accomplish Its purpose of the suppression of 
crime In the On 1 ted States, but contains pro- 
visions which will abridge and encumber 
the right of law-abiding free people to own 
and bear arms; and 

Whereas such attempted legislation can 
lead to a farther attempt to disarm the law- 
abiding gun-owning public and hamper 
their ability of self protection: Now, there- 
fore. be It 

Re tolled , That the Dallas Oun Club be 
recorded a* opposed to the passage of Sen- 
ate bill 1592 and be further recorded as de- 
manding s public hearing on said bill.
